It has long been the practice to permit the 
claiming of a compound (or class thereof), a process for making the compound and a 
method of using. The splintering of the applicants 1 invention for merely the convenience 
of the examiner is arbitrary and insufficient reason for this requirement for restriction.

Group III is without merit, especially in light of the process nature of the elected invention.
